gan, ; the: question is asked, who will 
be the leader in thefworld^of finance- 
who-will occupy the position he has 
so long held? 
The New York Wall 


Street Journal, does not believe ther'e 
will'ever :be a single man who will 
command .the position that Morgan 
did. 
It looks for a change, a decided 


change, in. the financial.system, of the 
country. 


"The (fcTm'manding position which 


was occupied' by Mr. Morgan in', the 
crisis .of--J$07, and again in the minor 
crisis 'of 1911,—when the Carnegie
